Btatior, which was profusely decorat- 
ed. The only foreign representatives 
who participated In the reception were

Russian- minister, M. TsharikoM 
and the Austrian minister, Herr Dum- 
ba, wi'-h the members 'of their respect- 
ive lepatl-ons. A guard of honor, with 
a band, saluted as King Peter descend- 
ed from his car and greeted,the Cab- 
Inefrntnis'ters. • The -Premier, M. Ava- 
kumovlcs, Introduced M. Tsharikoff to 
the King and the Russian minister pre- 
sented the Austrian minister. Thus the 
Austriin mlnlstel- had not. intercourse 
•with trie Provisional government, with 
•which, thus 'far, • he has had no; rela- 
tions. 
A procession was-then'formed and 
the King proceeded to the Cathedral. 
The streets were-lined with troops and 
crowded with people, who have been 
pourin? into-Bel-grade from the prov- 
inces during the last, day or two. 


Afte'-" the celebration of mass, which

Francisco had never been the law even 
of that case; that It was but the opinion | 
of a single judge, not concurred In Dy' 
either of his associates, and deliberately 
renounced by him in the subsequent case 
of Zottman vs. San Francisco. 
In con- 


sequence, I supposie, of this criticism, all 
reference to Argenti vs.. San Francisco 
was struck out of the opinion In Sacra- 
mento vs. California Pacific Co. when it 
came to be reported (127 Cal., 222), and 
for the same reason when the case of 
Croly vs. California Pacific Co.—a case 
Involving a second installment claimed 
under the same contract and presenting 
the same questions—came here for review, 
it was decided upon an entirely different 
ground, and the doctrine of the Argent! 
case never so much as alluded to. al- 
though pressed upon the attention of the 
court under the claim that It had become 
the very law of the case by virtue of the 
former decision. 


DOCTRINE OF ESTOPPEL. 


As to what was decided in Hlgglns vs. 


San Diego Water Co. it Is clear that 
upon Justice Cope's doctrine of estoppel 
the city would have been .held liable on 
the written contract,, for it had been 
fully compiled with by the Water Com- 
pany and the city had enjoyed. all the 
benefits for which It had stipulated. 
But 


wa held the written contract to he In- 
valid because vlolatlve'< of the Constitu- 
tion and City Charter, and allowed a re- 
covery only upon the quantum valebant 
count upon an implied contract, which 
was In no wise in conflict with the Con- 
stitution, and lacked conformity to the 
City Charter only in respect to a pro- 
vision designed for the protection, not of 
the city itself, but of prior contracts to 
whose earlier and valid claims the reve- 
nues of the city had 
been 
already 


pledged. It was not considered that un- 
der this provision;of Its charter the city 
could 
resist 
a 
judgment 
limited 
in 


amount to the actual value of what It 
had received and payable only out of Its 
unappropriated 
revenues. 
Entertaining 


these views I could not concur in that 
portion of the judgment, which in my 
opinion depends 
upon the doctrine of 


estoppel as stated In the Argent! case. 


Besides the points discussed in the 


foregoing opinions of McFarland and An- 
gellottl, J. J., there are other assignments 
of error involving propositions 
which, 


both on account of their importance and 
the earnestness with which they have 
been passed in the argument, deserve 
a fuller consideration than they have re- 
ceived, but J could not make a satisfac- 
tory statement of my views "upon those 
matters without delaying tod long the de- 
cision already reached by a. majority of 
the court, and I must content myself by 
oc.ylng: that J concur to the conclusion's 
of my «»»oclatei upon those points.

THE EPPINGER FAILURE. 


When the transactions v.'hlch Isd to 


the failure of Eppinper & Company 
: are examined, it is the occasion < > f sur- 
prise that the practice of E^plnfrer & 
Company, .-is disclosed by the investi- 
gation, is the first instance of its kind 
in the'history of grain dealing in Cal- 
ifornia. 


It is charged that Epplnger & Com- 


pany issued warehouse receipts pgainst 
•wheat stored in a 
warehouse, 
over 


•which they exercised complete control, 
In excess of the 
quantity o£ wheat 


stored; or. if the wheat represented by 
the' receipts, ever had an existence, 
that the wheat was extracted without 
the presentation of receipts and sold. 
The charge Is made that after^ issuing 
warehouse receipts t'o Die amo>int of 
$1,500,000, Bppinger &^Tj^ny with- 
drew from the warehouB^where the 
wheat was stored $900,000 of this wheat 
and sold It. 


The opportunity for this kind of 


fraud appears to have been practically 
unlimited. The banks have beer, criti- 
cized for 
the 
looseness of niethod 


•which would accept as collateral ware- 
house 
receipts, 
without 
knowing 


whether the wheat represented by the 
receipt had an actual existence. 


This criticism is not well taker, The 


Anglo-California bank caused an in- 
vestigation to be made with reference 
to the existence of the wheat repre- 
sented 
by certificates held by that 


bank, and they found wheat in the 
warehouse largely in 
excess of 
the 


certificates they held. Any other bank 
holding certificates against the same 
wheat would have ?ound the 
wheat 


there by Independent investigation, 
and the fact that the numerous certi- 
ficates against the same wheat had 
been issued would not be disclosed, 
except by concurrent examination of 
all the banks holding receipts. 


Such concurrent action never 13 tak- 


en as between banks, because it is a 
paramount ethic of banking to keep 
the secrets of clients. In this way 10,- 
000 tons of wheat might be multiplied 
to 100,000 tons, as the basis of security, 
and each one of the certificate holders 
by independent examination, would 
find wheat In an amount sufficient to 
satisfy each particular demand. 


Wheat as the basis of banking secu- 


rity performs a very important office. 
Upon safe margin, it is a good collat- 
eral, and may therefore 
becomo the 


foundation of very extensive mercan- 
tile and banking transactions. 


The disclosures relating to th? Ep- 


pinger failure offer a lesson which Is 
easily rend. If the banks desire to find 
employment for their deposits by loans 
upon warehouse receipts, it will be 
necessary for the banks themselves to 
form a Bankers'^ "Warehouse Associa- 
tion, purchasing* or constructing ware- 
houses at various points throughout 
the State, and especially at Port Oosta. 
These warehouses, being owned by .the 
Bankers' Association, would be under 
the control of the banks, and each 
•member of the association would be 
entitled to full information as to the 
quantity of wheat on store. In this 
way the Bankers' Association -.vould 
have the actual custody of the v.-heat, 
much the same as they would have the 
physical custody of collateral in the 
form of bonds, oV notes and mortgages. 
It would be the equivalent of having 
the tvneut in the cellar of the ba'ik. .

The bill creating a State Commission 


for the purpose of collecting, install- 
ing and maintaining an exhibit of the 
resources of California at the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition to be.held in. St. 
Louis in 1904, and making an appropri- 
ation for that purpose declared that the- 
Commission appointed should appoint 
heads for departmental 
work in the 


collection, of the exhibit. 
As to the 


mineral exhibit, the Legislature not on- 
ly requiired\that a head of this de-' 
partmeivt should be appointed by the 
Commission, but divested the Commis- 
slc>n to be'appointed of all discretion 
in the matter and declared in the stat- 
uto itself that the State Mineralogist 
should be such head, and also provided 
he should act under the direction of 
tho State Commission. 


As soon as the law went into effect 


and the Commission was appointed by 
this Governor, the question arose as to 
whether the State Mineralogist as an 
individual, or the State Mining Bureau 
as an institution, was to be head of 
th« mineral exhibit. Mr. Louis E-. Au- 
bury, the State Mineralogist, who holds 
his: appointment at the hands of the 
Governor, could find In the plain mean- 
ing of the law no other meaning than 
that the Legislature had selected the 
incumbent of the office of State Miner- 
alogist as head of the State exhibit 
and not the institution known as the 
State Miming Bureau, the destinies of 
which are presided over by a board of 
five trustees. 
Of this hoard, Senator 


Wm. C. Ralston was chairman. Senator 
Ralston took an opposite view to. that 
entertained by the State Mineralogist. 
To his mind the Legislative Intendment 
was clear, and in his opinion the State 
Mining Bureau or the trustees thereof, 
were, by virtue of the law, head-of the 
mineral exhibit to be made at St. Lou- 
is.

Mineralogist and the chairman of the

UNIVERSITY 
PROFESSOR

INTO SUBJECT IN A THOR- 


OUGH MANNER. 


BERKELEY, June 24.—Beet sugar In 


California is the subject of a bulletin by 
Dr. G. W. Shaw, horticulturist for the 
State University. The bulletin, which ap- 
peared today, exhausts the entire sub- 
ject. Estimating the sugar product per 
acre on the basis that the valley area of 
the State is 12,000,000 acres, 
at 
the 


reasonable rate of 
tons of sugar per 
a|re. Dr. Shaw reasons that it would 
require only 1,126,000 acres, or less than 
one-tenth of the entire valley area, to 
produce the 2.000,000 tons of sugar esti- 
mated to be the present annual consump- 
tion of the United States. But with the 
successful use of Irrigation, a considerably 
larger proportion than this consists of 
lands intrinsically suitable for sugar- 
beet culture, so as to admit also of a 
proper rotation of crops. California alone, 
then, could readily 
supply 
the entire 
present and prospective sugar consump- 
tion of the United States, and still leave 
ample loom for orchards and vineyards 
anfl the production of the home supply 
of breadstuffs.

Water Used by the City Must be Paid for by the Municipality— 


Technical Points Made by Auditor Are Brushed Aside by the 


Judges of Supreme Court—Full Text of the Important 


Decision—Amount Involved is About $175,000. 


THE SUPREME COURT YESTERDAY AFTERNOON RENDERED A 


DECISION IN FAVOR OF THE CONTRA COSTA WATER 
COMPANY 


IN ITS SUIT TO COMPEL AUDITOR BREED TO AUDIT WARRANTS 


FOR CLAIMS OF THE COMPANY FOR FURNISHING WATER TO THE 


CITY. THE AMOUNT INVOLVED IS ABOUT $175,000. 
THE DECISION 


IN FULL IS AS FOLLOWS: 


In bank. 
Contra Costa Water Company, (a 


corporation), plaintiff and respondent, 
versus A. H. Breed, auditor of the CHy 
of Oakland, d-efendant and appellant. 


S, F. No. 3123. 
This ds a proceeding in mandamus 


Instituted in the Superior Court 10 
obtain a -writ of mandate compelling 
the defendant as Auditor of the Cl'.y 
of Oakland to audit and draw his war- 
rant for certain claims 
of plaintiff 


against said city. A demurrer to tlie 
complaint wiis overruled; and 
aft^r 


answer by defendant 
judgment was 


rendered for plaintiff on the pleading's. 
From this judgment defendant appeals. 


"We see no good reason for dlstur')- 


ln# the judgment of the court belo'v. 
The claims of the respondent are for 
•water furnished the City of Oakland, 
and hydrants and materials used in 
connection with the furnishing of such 
water, during the fiscal year commenc- 
ing July 1. 1900. Appellant makos 
some technical points not involving tlie 
•ultimate merits of the case which we 
do not d«em It necessary to specially 
notice; It is enough to say as to -tho:re_ 
points that It sufficiently appears that 
after the claims here involved had been 
presented to and rejected by the appel- 
lant, 
they 
were 
approved 
and' 


allowed by a majority of the members 
of the city ami approved by the Mayer, 
and that thereafter they were again 
presented to the appellant as Auditor 
and were by him again rejected. This 
being BO, the discretionary power »f 
appellant to reject the cladms had been 
exhausted, nnd it was his minister) il 
duty to audit and draw Ms warran'.s 
for the claims, unless they were for 
expenditures which the Council had r.o 
right to all to incur under the lav.-. 
This 1* the rule as stated in Section 10 
of the Charter of the City of Oakland, 
the exception there 
being In there 


•words: "Provided the said City Cour- 
cll. Board or other body, had the au- 
thority to make the expenditures." The 
main question in the case, therefore, 
Is whether the City Council had au- 
thority to make the expenditures ir.- 
volved in the case at bar. (See S. T. 
Gas Light Co. v. Dunn, 62 Cal. 5801. 
The litigation in this case arose out of 
facts likely to occur In any case where 
the furnishing of water to a municipal- 
ity is subject to the provisions of Ar- 
ticle 14 cf the State Constitution. That 
article provides that in such case the 
Council or other governing body of the 
municipality, by ordinance or resolu- 
tion in February of each year (or, fit 
Ifr&eft, before the beginning of the next 
fiscal year) shall fix the rates 
which 


the party furnishing the water shall be 
entitled to charge during such fisc;d 
year. 
When the governing body s 


composed or quite a large number of 
persons—as is usually the case—'It may 
happen that a majority of such persons 
cannot conscientiously agree upon er.- 
tlre schedule of rates; so that at the 
commencement of the fiscal year the 
rates will not have been fixed. This 
condition may also be the result <>f 
other causes. Water, of course, Is a 
constant and absolute necessity to a 
city, and to its Inhabitants, and a 
present supply can usually be had on'y 
from the persons therefore engaged in 
supplying the particular city in ques- 
tion and having the requisite plant ar.d 
water. Under these circumstances It 
la not to be supposed that there a-e 
no means by which the city, or its In- 
habitants, may get the necessary wat'T 
except by inducing the water company 
to furnish it and then refusing to n?.y 
for it, unless the law absolutely com- 
pels such conclusion. In the case :it 
bar the City Council had on Mart-h 
26, 1900, passed an ordinance fixing 
the water rates for the fiscal year com- 
mencing July 1, 1900; but as the result 
of litigation instituted by respo&dent 
th-e Superior Court judicially deter- 
mined that such ordinance was invar.d 
and enjoined the city from enforcing 
It. 
An appeal was taken from this 


judgrnien-t which is still pending. 


CITY RECEIVED WATER. 


But during,' that year the respondent 


did actually furnish to the city, water, 
the reasonable value of which is in- 
volved in this litigation, and the.ci:y 
Continuously received the same ard 
used It, and had the full benefit thereof, 
isJlhousfh there was no previous express 
/contract as to its price. The respond- 


ent' afterwards proposed, as a compro- 
mise, to take as compensation for the 
'first ten months of the fiscal year the 
rates which had been prescribed in the 
Bald ordinance which had been declared 
Invalid, notwithstanding Its claim thtt 
those rates were unreasonably low, and 
to remit its.water rates for the last 
two months of that year and donate 
them to the hish school fund, or. the 


city. 
The City Council on July 15, 


1901, 
passed an ordinance which was 


approved by the Mayor reciting these 
facts, determining that the claims of 
'the 
respondent were for reasonable 


rates, and declaring that the claims and 
demands of respondent "are hereoy 
ratified, confirmed, 
allowed, and ap- 


proved, and ordered paid, in the sum 
and Amount shown and set forth in 
each of said claims and demands." 


Bui the contention of appellant Is, 


suhrtinttally, that the Council had no 
powe:- to allow these claims, that the 
city should repudiate payment for what 


I she hvl received and used, and in good 
conscience and 
honest fair dealing 


ought to pay for, because a contract for 
the s;.ine had not been made In accord- 
ance with certain provisions pf the 
City Charter and of existing ordinanc- 
es. 


APPELANT^S ATTITUDE. 


Th« attitude pf appellant then Is 


this; 
that notwithstanding the fact 


that the company supplied the city 
with water and seeks to recover for 
Its service at a rate and price less than 
that -vhlch the city, itself, by its rate, 
fixing ordinance had declared reason- 
able, It ought to be denied any recov- 
ery. The provision of the charter and 
ordinances mainly relied on for this 
contention are section I of an ordinancz 
| passe 1 February 23, 1895, and attached 


j to apoellant's answer, and certain sec- 
tions of the charter which provide for 
letting cont-act3 for certain kln3s of 
supplies to the lowest bidder after 
published proposals to be followed i>y 
a wr.tten contract countersigned by 
the .Auditor. Section I of said ordin- 
ance Is as follows: 


"W-henever any court, board or officer 


of th.> City of Oakland -shall require 
furniture, fuel, books or stationery or 
other supplies of any kind necs.isary 
for the transaction of public bus'nest, 
or foi the maintenance of the depart- 
ments of the city government, sa'd 
court.", board or officer of the city shall 
make 
written 
requisition therefor 


upon a printed form furnished by the 
Auditor. 


"Sa:d requisition shall state In clear 


and < xplicit terms the quantity and 
kind of supplies needed, the estimate,! 
cost i hereof, how, when and where to 
be de ivered, and if a con-tract exists, 
the n ime of the person, firm jr cor- 
porat!iu under contract with the city 
to fuinish. the same." 


It i: quite apparent that water to be 


supplied 
to 
a 
city 
In 
quanti- 


ties i-.ieh as necessity may from time 
to tin e require is not within the cate- 
gory .if "furniture, fuel, books, or sta- 
tionery or other supplies", which n de- 
partment of government needs and for 
v;hich a requisition must be made, 
statins in clear and explicit language 
"Ihe -luallty a.nci kind" ar.d "the es- 
timat'-d cost," etc. 


These things are, with respect to wa- 


ter, within the constitutional provisos 
which declare that the City Council 
must determine the cost by establish- 
ing r.ites by ordinance; and to such 
matter the 
provision of the charter 


about letting contracts to the lowest 
bidder has no applicability. 
"We see 


no other provision of the charter, or 
ordinance, or law, which undertakes 
to prohibit the City Council from al- 
lowing and orderin-g paid the reason-' 
able value of water furnished under the 
curcumstances of this case. 


POWER OF COUNCIL. 


The City Council clearly had the gen- 


eral power to provide for the furnishing 
of th-> supply of water necessary for 
the city, whatever th« contention m ly 
be ab.>ut the manner in which the con- 
tract for such supply ought to be made. 
And oven if it could be shown that 
certain provisions of the charter or or- 
dinance were not strictly complied with 
the c'ty, under well settled Jegal prin- 
ciples, would not be allowed to accept 
and use and receive and retain con- 
stantly for a year the benefit of re- 
spondent's property- and then refuse to 
pay for it upon the plea that in making 
the contract it had not been proceeded 
in strict conformity with some part of 
the complicated machinery of its com- 
plex corporate organization. 
When a 


municipal corporation engages in or- 
dinary business transactions, such as 
purchasing supplies, it exercises mere- 
ly th? right of a private corporation 
or a natural person; and when making 
contr.icts about such matters it Is not 
to be regarded as exercising political or 
governmental powers, and, like natural 
persons, it is subject to the principle 
that after It has received the benefit of 
a contract within the scope of its pow- 
er to make, It is estopped from deny- 
ing Its validity In an action based upm 
such contract It Is only when the sub- 
ject matter, of th.e- contract Is entirely 


i outside the scope of the corporate pow- 
1 ers, or the contract in question Is clear- 


ly prohibited, that the plea pf ultra 
vires will be listened to. The law upon 
the question Is correctly stated in Ar- 
gent! v. City of San Francisco, 16 Cal. 
266, where the defendant sought to 
avoid laying for what she had received 
on account of Irregularity in the con- 
tract iiiid want of power under its char- 
ter. 
Tie court, after some preliminary 


discussion as to the correct construo- 


' tlon of the charter there involved, said; 


j 
CHARTER CONSTRUCTION. 


! "But even if we are mistaken In our 
! construction of the charter there is still 


j a clear and conclusive answer to both 
i of thete objections. It Is well settled 


i In rela:lon to the contracts of corpora- 
tions, that where the question is one of 
capacity or authority to contract, aris- 
ing either on a question of regularity of 
organisation, or of power conferred by 
the charter, a party who has had the 
benefit of the contract cannot be per- 
mitted, in an action, founded upon it, 


j to question Its validity. 'It would be 
in the highest degree inequitable and 
unjust," says Mr. Sedgwick, "to permit 
the defendant to repudiate a contract, 
the fruit of which he retains"—citing 
many other authorities to the point. 
Further on the court says: "It Is well 
settled that the contracts of corpora- 
tions stand upon the same footing as 
those of natural persons, an<3 depend 
upon the same circumstances for their 
validity and effect. 
The doctrine of 


ratification and estoppel is as applic- 
able to corporations as to individuals, 
and tho former are bound by the acts 
of their agents in the same manner and' 
to the frame extent as the latter. There 
is no difference in this respect between 
public and private corporations; for 
In matlers of contract, a public corpora- 
tion is regarded merely as a legal indi- 
vidual, and treated In a.ll respect as a 
private person." And again the court 
said: 
"It does not follow, however, 


that even a want of authority is, in all 
cases, a sufficient test of the exemption 
of a corporation from liability in mat- 
ters of contract. Of course, an execu- 
tory contract, made without authority, 
cannot be enforced; but 
a 
different 


question arises when the contract has 
been executed, and the corporation has 
received the benefit 
of it. In such a 


case, the law interposes an estoppel, 
and wlil not permit the validity of the 
contract to be called in question." In 
the still earlier case of Touchard v. Tou- 
chard, 5 CaJ. 307, the court say: "On 
the other hand a corporation, both the 
civil and common law, is a person, an 
artificial person, and although a mu- 
nicipal corporation has dele-gated to .it 
certain powers of government, it is on- 
ly in r( ference to those delegated pow- 
ers that will be regarded as- a govern- 
ment. In reference to ail other of its 
transactions, such as affect its owner- 
ship of property in buying1, selling, or 
granting and In reference to all matters 
of contract, it must be looked upon 
and treated as a private person, and its 
contracts construed in the same man- 
ner ani with 
like effect as those of 


natural persons." 
In San Francisco 


Gas Company v. San Francisco, 9 Cal. 
453, the- plaintiff had furnished the cky 
wl.th g;.s, and the city sought to escape 
payment on account of irregularity of 
contract. Field, J. said: "Under some 
circumstances- a municipal corporation 
may become liable by Implication. The 
obliga-t on to do justice rests equally 
upon It as upon an individual. It can- 
not avail itself of the property of or 
labor of a party, and screen itself from 
responsibility under the plea that it 
never passed an ordinance on the sub- 
ject. As against individuals, the law 
implies a promise to pay In such cases 
and the implication extends equally 
against corporations. 
This is as well 


established by the authorities as any 
principle of -the law can be." 


It is contended that the weight of 


the authorities above cited was less- 
ened by the case of Zottman vs. San 
Franci;;co, 20 Cal., 96. The facts in 
that case were 
materially 
different 


from those in the case at bar. In that 
case the plaintiff had entered into a 
contrac-t with the city to construct an 
iron fence around a public square ac- 
cordinf: to certain specifications. This 
contract had been made on the part of 
the city by ordinance, in accordance 
•with ai express provision of its char- 
ter thft all contracts for "public im- 
provements" should be made by ordin- 
ance. The contract called for a wood- 
en base for the fence and failed «to 
provide for painting it. 
Afterwards, 


some individual members of the Coun- 
cil, having- concluded that a stone base 
and the painting of the fence were 
necessary, ordered plaintiff to do such 
additional work, and the suit involved 
payment for.such 
additional -work. 


The 
City 
Council never 
approved 


the 
claims Jor 
the extra 
work, 


nor 
in 
any 
way 
recognized, 


audited or ordered 
them paid. The 


plaintiffs case rested entirely, upon 
the claim that although the city had 
neither ordered or ratified or approved 
the work, • still -it muat t>e presumed to 


have known that It was beln; done, 
and to have accepted it, and there- 
fore to have made itself liable for l~.a 
reasonable 
value. 
The 
cour 
held, 


however, that1 the fact that tie city 
had not removed this one isola:ed ad- 
dition to its land did not 
b; Ing 
It; 


within the r-ule that one who accepts 
the benefit of a contract cannot repudi- 
ate it.

JUDGE BEATTY'S OPINI >N. 


Beatty, C. J., In delivering tt a opin- 


ion of the court, on page - 655 said: 
"But the city had the general p >wer to 
contract for a "water supply fc r itself 
aad its inhabitants, and unde r . this 
power could undoubtedly have aken a 
lease of the water company's p ant for 
a year, and could have renew d such 
lease from year to year. In < ffect it 
has done this very thing. Its ixpress 
contract to pay nine thousand o le hun- 
dred and sixty-six dollars anc sixty- 
five cents was Invalid for the reasons 
above stated, but there is no reason 
why it should not pay the rea Kmable 
value of the use of the plant •* hich it 
has actually-enjoyed. The decisions 
cited by counsel for appellaj t from 
the reports of other States ver. • clear- 
ly sustain his contention in tl is re- 
"spcit, and so we think do the d 'Cisions 
of this court We cite the foi owing: 


Among; the cases cited- E re Ban 
inc|j 


Francisco Gas Co. vs. Ban Francisco, 
and the Argent! cas.e, hereinbefore no- 
ticed, as well as the Zottman case. In 
Sacramento County vs. The Southern 
Pacific Company, 127 Cal., 217, 
the 


plaintiff was endeavoring to evade the 
obligation to pay for what it had ac- 
cepted and used, on account of Irreg- 
ularity and Invalidity in the contract 
Involved; but this court held adversely 
to that contention. The court, after a 
full consideration of the authorities 
and 
copious 
quotations 
therefrom, 


said: 
"From these authorities, 
and 


many others which might be cited, it 
Is apparent that public corporations, 
like individuals are bound to act in 
good faith and deal justly; that they 
cannot be allowed to enter into con- 
tracts to be executed, and then repudi- 
ate them because the statutory steps 
have not been pursued in the letting of 
the contracts." 


There are other decisions of 
this 


court to the same effect, and many of 
courts of other States. (See Brown vs. 
City of Atchison, Kansas, 17 Pac. Rep,, 
4(15, Grand Island Gas Co. vs. West, 45 
N. W., 242, and Township of Taymouth 
vs. Kochler, 35 Mich., 22, In all 
of 


which cases-the Argenti case is cited 
with approval.) 
Cases which are cited 


to the contrary of this rule are gener- 
ally cases where the contract in ques- 
tion was either entirely 
beyond 
the 


scope of the corporate powers or was 
expressly prohibited. 


NO FORFEITURE. 


Appellant makes the point that re- 


spondent cannot maintain this action 
because under Article 
XIV 
of 
the 


State Constitution it had forfeited all 
its franchises 
and 
property. It 
Is 


doubtful if this point can be raised ex- 
cept, in direct proceeding to have for- 
feiture declared, but even in such 
a 


direct proceeding whatever views, a 
court might entertain. In 
other re- 


spects, as to the character of said Ar- 
ticle XXV, no forfeiture would be de- 
clared under it unless 
Its language 


clearly demanded it. Section 1 of that 
article imposes the duty upon the gov- 
erning body of a municipality to an- 
nually establish the rates to be charg- 
ed for water, and declares that 
any 


persons or company collecting water 
rates "otherwise than as so establish- 
ed" shall forfeit tts franchise and wa- 
ter 
"works. \Clearly that language 


would not te construed as working a 
forfeiture 'if susceptible of any fair, 
reasonable construction which would 
not lead to that harsh result, which the 
law abhors; and it is obviously sus- 
ceptible of the construction that it re- 
fers to a case where the rates had 
been established by 
the 
governing 


body, and that the word "otherwise" 
is to be given one of its annual mean- 
ings, namely, 
"contrarily"—in viola- 


tion of the established rates. An ex- 
pression to be found In the opinion of 
the court in Jacobs vs; Board of Su- 
pervisors, 100 Cal., 121, and referred to 
by counsel, had no reference to an en- 
tirely different subject, and Is not to 
be taken as declaring the law upon the 
point here under discussion which -was 
not before the court in that case—the 
question there being- whether, under 
the old charter of San Francisco, the 
Mayor had legal authority to veto a 
water ordinance. But in Culbertson vs. 
Kinevan, 73 Cal., 68, where forfeiture 
was directly Involved, the decision was, 
In principle, clearly adverse to appel- 
lant's contention. 


For the ..reasons above stated, we 


think that the conclusion of the learn- 
ed judge of the court below wao right, 
and should be maintained. 


The judgment appealed from it af- 


firmed.

CONCURRING OPINION, 


I concur in tho judgment and in that 


portion of the opinion of Mr. Justice 
McParland as to the inapplicability of 
the provlEtons of the Oakland charter, 
relative to requisitions Inviting sealed 
proposals and the awarding of the eon- 
tract to the lowest bidder. 
These pro- 


visions of the charter cannot reasonably 
be construed as 'beins Intended to in- 
clude the water supply of the municipal- 
ity. 
Upon this point our constitutional 


provisions are 
a full and 
conclusive 


answer to the contention of appellant. 
Under Section 1 of .Article XTV of the 
constitution, the rates or compensation 
to be collected by any person, company 
or corporation for the use of water sup- 
plied to the city of Oakland must be 
fixed annually by the City Council of 
that municipality, and the person or 
corporation furnishing water Is forbid- 
den to collect water 
rates "otherwise 


than as . so established," 
The matter 


of the rates to be paid is, therefore, en- 
tirely within the control of the munici- 
pality, at least so1 long as the -.rates fix- 
ed are not unreasonable, and could not 
have been intended to be a matter for 
competitive bidding1. 
The object of the 


charter provisions is ' .obvious. 
They 


were enacted, as was said of similar 
provisions Is Harlem Gac Co. v. Mayor, 


33 N. T., »0», 82$, "to Insure economy 
and exclude favoritism and competition 
in the furnishing of labor, services, prop- 
erty and materials for the UBCS of the: 
city." 
This was the only purpose, and 


regardless of the question as. to whether 
or not a municipality could, In the fare 
of auch a 
constitutional 
provision as 


ours, make such charter provisions ap- 
plicable to the matter of a water sup- 
ply, it-to plain that it does not fall 
within the objects and purposes of those 
provisions; and could not have been in- 
tended to be Included .therein. 
The va- 


rious items of plaintiff's claim, except 
a few for erecting and setting flre hy- 
drants and repairing same, no one of 
which amounts to J60, are for water 
furnished the city of Oakland for muni- 
cipal purposes. 
An examination of the 


pleadings will demonstrate that the va- 
rious items denominated "Rental of Fire 
Hydrants" aro simply the charges for 
the maintenance of a water supply for 
fire purposes at the various 
hydrants 


throughout the 
city doubtless 
at .the 


rate fixed by the City Council. 


PRINCIPAL QUESTION. 


The principal question presented by 


this appeal is as to the effect of the 
proceeding; Instituted by respondent to 
enjoin the enforcement by thn city of 
Oakland of the 
ordinance fixing the 


rates to be charged, on the ground that 
the same were unreasonable. 
At the 


commencement o'f that proceeding, a 
temporary injunction was granted re- 
straining the city and Its Council from 
enforcing the ordinance 
or the rates 


therein fixed or any forfeiture of re- 
spondent's franchise or works for fail- 
ure to 
comply with 
said 
ordinance. 


Judgrment was entered In said cotton af- 
ter the close of the fiscal year 1900-1901, 
declaring Bald ordinance null and void, 
and 
perpetually 
enjoining 
the 
City 


Council from 
enforcing same. 
From 


this. Judgment 
the 
city 
of Oakland 


has 
appealed 
to 
this 
court, 
and 


the 
appeal 
te 
still 
pendlntr 
unde- 


termined. 
Appellant'* 
contention 
IB 


that pending; the final determination of 
that proceeding, and thereafter, In the 
event that the Judgment be affirmed, 
until the adoption of a new ordinance 
fixing rates for the year 1900-1901, the 
respondent cannot collect raten at all; 
that It cannot collect any rates fixed by 
an ordinance, the enforcement of which 
It has caused to be enjoined, and that 
It can collect no rates in the absence 
of a valid ordinance fixing the same. It 
seems to me to be unnecessary to here 
determine what the situation would be 
if no rates had been fixed for the year 
1900-1901. 
That question, in view of 


our constitutional provisions, Is a most 
difficult one, and its final determination 
should not be embarrassed by expres- 
sions of opinion not essential to the de- 
cision of this case. 
Therefore, I do not 


wish to be understood as concurring in 
that portion of the opinion of Mr. Jus- 
tice MoParland, which Intimates that In 
the absence of any fixing of rates, the 
city would be liable for the reasonable 
value of the water furnished cr as ex- 
pressing any 
opinion thereon. 
As a 


matter of fact, the City Council did, by 
ordinance,.' fix the rates to be charged 
for the year 1900-1901. 
The claims of 


respondent which have been allowed' ar» 
In all respects in accord with the rates 
BO fixed, except that, by way of com- 
promise, respondent has charred tie city 
with, the water furnished during ten 
months of the year only, withdrawing 
the claim for the other two months. 


THE ORDINANCE. 


Th* ordinance fixing the rates hoe 


not bean finally determined to be in- 
valid, anc] we do not know that it ever 
win be. 
Before the time "for appeal in 


the suit broutfht to determine its In- 
validity had elapsed, the city perfected 
its appeal to this court, and that appeal 
Is still pendlnf. 
In view of the fact 


that the Judgment In that proceeding 
has not become final, auch Judgment has 
not materially 
affected 
the situation. 


Nor can I see that the institution and 
maintenance of that proceeding by re- 
spondent, and the obtaining of the tem- 
porary injunction already referred to, 
eatop respondent from collecting during 
the pendency of the proceeding the rates 
fixed by the ordinance. 
It might, with 


as much force, be contended that the 
city defending against said proceeding 
and maintaining an appeal to this court, 
upon the ground that the ordinance IE 
valid. Is also estopped from asserting 
Its invalidity. 
The respondent had the 


-right to present to the courts Its con- 
tention that the city was, by placing the 
rates unreasonably low, confiscating Its 
property, and the city had the right to 
resist this attack upon Its action, and 
to show that the ordinance was valid. 
The mere fact that such an action has 
been instituted 'and Is being maintained 
by. a. water company that considers that 
its legal rights have been Invaded, for 
the purpose of obtaining legal determin- 
ation in the tribunal of the country as 
to the validity of the action of the city, 
should not be held to prevent that com- 
pany from collecting: during a long and 


protracted period of miration, for wa- 
ter furnished by It, and received by 
consumers, at least to the extent to 
which It is conceded by tho consumers, 
through the body fixing the rales, it is 
entitled to charge, unless such holding 
is -absolutely essential. I know of no 
principle of law that requires such a 
ruling to be made.' 
There Is no con- 


tention In such a case that the i-ates so 
fixed are unreasonable, so far as the city 
or the rate-payers aro concerned. 
As 


to them, It must necessarily be con- 
ceded that the water company is en- 
titled to charge as much as tho rate- 
fixing body has determined to bo a prop- 
or rate, 
and 
BO long 
as no 
higher 


rates Is collected, the wholo object ol 
the constitutional provisions has been 
attained. 
Exactly what Is tho effect ot 


an Injunction In such a proceeding, re- 
straining the city and its Council from 
enforcing tho ordinance or tho rates 
therein fixed, or any forfeiture of tho 
company's franchise for failure to com- 
ply with the ordinance, it is necessary 
to hero determine. 
Whatever be tha 


effect thereof, I know of no reason why 
it should ba held to prevent tho com- 
pany from charging for water furnishes, 
the rates fixed by tho ordinance, until 
It be finally determined that the ordi- 
nance is void. 
And, while I am very 


doubtful as to the right of tho com- 
pany pending such final determination, 
to collect any higher rates than those, 
specified in the ordinance. I am of the 
opinion that It is entitled to collect tho 
rates so specified. 


BOARD OF WORKS. ' 


I agree with Mr. Justice McParland 


that the claims were allowed by the 
Board of Works, after tholr r-'jection by 
the Auditor. 
It Is very clear that, il 


the language used by tho Board in tho 
preamble and resolution relative to tho 
allowance of those claims is to he given 
any force at all. It simply moans that 
the Board did rfot desire by Its allow- 
ance to prejudice any defense that might 
be made by the city of Oakland throuRh 
the Auditor. 
The preamble nhous that 


tha Auditor's objection to the claims 
were that tho same were "Illeppl and un- 
authorized," and that the Board had 
learned that none of said claims is bas- 
ed upon 
any 
written 
contract, 
and 


doubts the legality nnd validity of said 
Claims. 


The other defenses urg-ed were not, 


In my judgment, available to the Audit- 
or, who Is confined to such matter as (?o 
to the jurisdiction of tho Board to maka 
the expenditure.

CONCURRING OPINION BY JUDGE 


BEATTY. 


Except as to a portion of tho plaintiff's 


claim, amounting to about S200, for Items 
not falling under the head of water sup- 
plies, I concur in tho opinion of Justice 
Angrellottt upon tlio points therein dis- 
cussed; and, except as to this compara- 
tively trifling amount, 1 con"ur in tha 
Judgment. I concur entirely in tho view 
that rent of flre hydrants Is to be under- 
stood as another name for water rates, 
and is amonfr tho thincrs to ho regu- 
lated by the ordinance fixing- tho annual 
rates to water takers, 
including 
the 


municipality. With respect to water sup- 
plies, the provisions of the City Charter 
regulating tha mode of entering Into con- 
tract have no application. Th* city fixes 
tlie rates, and of necessity there can bo 
no competition of bidders as to prices. 
The city alao determines for Itself ho-w 
much water It will tako, and as to that 
there can be no competition. As to tho 
great bulk of the plaintiff's claim, there- 
fore, the mode of contracting prescribed 
by the charter requires no consideration. 
But as to the small portion of plaintiff's 
claim tor other supplies these charter 
provisions do control, and I am not fully 
persuaded that Justice Angellottl's opin- 
ion meets with the objections of appel- 
lant. 
In Justice McFarlanc"8 
opinion 


they are met by a reafflrmnnco of the 
doctrine of estoppel armounrcd In tha 
opinion of Justice Cope in Argcntl vs. 
San Francisco, 16 Cal.. 2C5. 


WHY HE OBJECTS. 


That is a doctrine to which I have 


never subscribed and which I had sup- 
posed was finally laid at rest in this 
court. 
I particularly object, 
therefore, 


to being quoted in approval of It. In tho 
opinion of Justice McFarland It Is sal<i 
that I cited the Argenti case In support 
of my opinion In Hlgglns vs. San IM<-KO 
Water Company. This is true, but a ref- 
erence to my opinion in that case (US 
Cal. 566) will show that I wan particular 
to refer, not to the opinion of Justice 
Cope, from which 
Juxtico 
McFarland 
makes his quotation, but to tho opinion 
of 'Justice Field, wh& 
expressly 
dis- 


sented from the views of Justice Cope. 
It is true, also, that 
in 
Sacramento 


County vs. California Pacifii; Company 
the doctrine of estoppel as applied to 
cases Ilka this was again axiorted upnn 
the authority oE Justice Code's opinion 
In Argent! vs. San Francisco, from whk.h 
a long quotation was macie in the opin- 
ion as filed and as originally reported. 
(59 Pac. Rep., 570.) 
But in my dissent- 


Ing opinion In that case C127 Cal., T26) I 
called attention to the fnct t:-iat the ex- 
pression quoted from Arsentl vs. San
